Israel complains to U.N. about attack

UNITED NATIONS. April S (Rl — Israel 
Tuesday complained to the Security Council 
about Monday’s Palestinian attack on a set- 
tlement in Upper Galilee and said U.N. 
members should recognize the implications 
of cooperating with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

“A heavy responsibility also rest with all 
those at the U.N. whose statements cannot 
but be viewed by the PLO as encouragement 
/ to continue tn perpetrate its despicable 
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crimes.” Israeli representative Yehuda Blum 
said in a letter to Council President Porfirio 
Munoz Ledo of Mexico. 

Blum did not request any action by the 

council. . 

In Tel Aviv. Israeli mijnary chiefs investi- 
gated what went wrong with elaborate border 
defenses that failed to stop the raid. 

They want to know how the commandos 
weaved through a heavy screen of minefields 
and electronic warning systems to stage the 
strike one kilometer inside Israel. 

The Israelis were also angry with United 
Nations peacekeeping troops who, they say, 
failed to intercept the commandos slipping 
through their lines in south Lebanon on their 
wav to the Israeli border. 


Israeli Defense Minister Ezer Weizman 
said after visiting the settlement that if there 
was to be retaliation, the world would hear 
about it afterwards, not before. The criticism 
of the U.N. surfaced at a press conference 
given by Israeli Chief of Staff Rafael Stan 
after he, too, had visited the settlement. 

In Cairo, state-run television said Israel 
spilled too much blood by using force instead 
of reason in freeing the hostages. 

Israels northern border was reported quiet 
Tuesday, though reports from Lebanon said 
Palestinian commandos and civilians were 
bracing for an Israeli attack. 

An Israeli military spokesman said that if 
there was an Israeli retaliation, "we will 
decide when. Let them wait.”

Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait have settled a dispute 
over two billion dollars deported by Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait in Egyptian hunks. 
Deputy Governor of the Central Bank of 
Egypt Ali Nigm said Tuesday. 

He declined to give details of settlement. 

Egypt froze the deposits in May last year in 
retaliation for economic sanctions imposed 
on Egypt by Arab countries opposed to its 
peace treaty with Israel.

Two Soviet generals killed

NEW DELHI, April S (AP) — Radio 
Pakistan reported two more Soviet generals 
and three senior Afghan officers were killed 
last week when Muslims downed a helicopter 
gunship in northeast Afghanistan. 

The broadcast report said the Afghan 
officers were a division commander and two 
brigade commanders. It said the helicopter 
was shot down in Kunar province about 200 
kms northeast of Kabul, and that reports 
from Afghanistan said the bodies were flown 
back to the Afghan capital. 

The Pakistani govern mem radio reported 
on Sunday that another Soviet general was 
killed last week in a Muslim attack on the 
Bagram air base 43 miles north of Kabul. 

The report Monday also said an Afghan 
infantry commander was seriously wounded 


in a dash with Muslims near Jalalabad, about 
135 kms east of Kabul, last Friday. It said 10 
Afghan soldieis were killed but did not give 
Muslim casualties. 

None of the Pakistani reports couldoe con- 
firmed. 

Radio Pakistan said Sunday that the 
Afghan freedom fighters seized the Soviet air 
base at Bagram and killed 75 Afghan troops 
as well as a Soviet general. The Pakistan Press 
Assodation said Monday that 25 officers 
were among the 75 killed.

WASHINGTON. April S — Preside ill 
Jimmy Carter ruesdav briefed President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt on an American w > irk- 
ing paper containing new suggestions lor 
breaking the deadlock on Palestinian auton- 
omy. brn both Americans and Egyptians 
were pessimistic ahnui ihe chances l'«>r re.il 
progress oil the issue, informed sources said. 

Carter set forth the new American propos- 
als in a morning meeting with Sadat .it the 
Whitc House, the sources said. 

The Egyptian president liner discussed ilie 
U.S. working paper with hts advisers at >i 
closed luncheon meeting, and was give 
Carter his response U» the prupitstiK .it an 
afternoon summit session, according t" th. 
sources. 

Hie details of tile American proposals 
were not immediately available. Bui both 
American and Egyptian sources were doubt- 
ful there would be any substantive achieve- 
ments resulting from ihe Sudui-CJflcr sum- 
mit. 

Much would depend on Carter's later 
summit talks with Israeli Prime Ministei 
Mcnjhem Begin, the sources slid, adding 
there was not much reason tor optimism 
there either. 

Egyptian editors who accompanied Sadat 
to Washington said they believed there would 
be no concrete gains Irnm the two summits, 
because of ihe lack of a three-way dialogue 
between the principals. 

"We are very pessimistic." one prominent 
editor said. "We don't think Eg) pi has gained 
anything so far. She has lost a lot. In fact, 
everybody is losing. 

"Yes. we have gained land, but what has 
that profiled us? We are still on square one. a 
year after the peace agreement.” 

Diplomatic sources here said it has become 
clear the Americans are now von lrus- 
trated" with Begin* s refusal to compromise 
on the Palestinian autonomy question. 

"Even Carter. Vance and Linownz are 
showing signs of Ibis frustration." one dip- 
lomat said.

U.S. and Egyptian sources said that if the 
upcoming Begin- Carter summit fails to make 
progress, then a serious flaw will be revealed 
in the Camp David approach to peace.

Hospital administrators discuss fee ruling

JEDDAH. April 8 — With the 
approval of new rates for private hospi- 
tals. operation and doctors' consultation 
fees, by the council of ministers directors 
of private hospitals now are trying to 
decide just how the decision wifi affect 
them.

The 
minimum increase in salary is about 15 per 
cent every year, and we cannot always 
change personnel, so we have to give them 
a raise.

Faqih also said that fees more than 
likely will be calculated according to pres- 
ent hospital costs. “ I think this new fee will 
put an end to discussions of people saying 
modern hospitals are expensive.'' he 
added. 


“Up to now we don't know what fees 
they agreed to,” Daghistani said that the 
hospital consists of two things — equip- 
ment and medical care, and that neither 
aspect is inexpensive. 


“The Ministry of Commerce previously 
has put fees for accommodations of hotels 
and I think that the hospital's job is also 
accommodations. This is one of the most 
important items. And 1 think this is one of 
the best things they are going to evaluate, 
and the second item is the evaluation of 
operation fees and also the laboratory 
examination and X-ray fees for outpa- 
tients,” be added. 


The rating for accommodations prob- 
ably will bring about different fees for dif- 
ferent hospitals, whereas the scientific 
work fees would have a set rate. 


Certain '.killed employees for the hospi- 
tal are imported and to give the patient the 
best treatment the hospital needs the best 
equipment, be added. 


For Daghistani, however, this could 
also present an unfair rate of fees. He said

still doesn’t consider the quality of ser- 
vices performed by employees of the hos- 
pital. “This might look at the quality of the 
furnishings, not service of the personnel. 


investors. And according to one adminis- 
trator a hospital doesn't make “any large 
profit.” 

Daghistani said, "This is a very impor- 
tant sector in our country. It (the private 
sector hospital ) should be looked to as 
supported, not combatted. More than 50 
per cent of people have to go to private 
sector hospitals.” He also said private 
hospitals need to be supported so they 
may provide more efficient service. “No 
private hospital can do better without 
gaining.” 

However, the regulations are not out, 
and won’ t be circulated for a while, but the 
administrators are counting on the good 
judgment of the government. 

“The regulations should help. Y m sure 
the Ministry of Health wants to establish a 
good basis so investors won't be let down. 
If hospitals start having losses investors 
will put their money into other firms” 
Daghistani said. 

This is a concern for Daghistani since he 
is presently expanding his own hospital 
and wants the new fee regulations to “be a 
push to enhance” the project 

In addition, Faqih feels the regulations 
wfl] help private hospitals. “People con- 
sider our fee is expensive and we consider 
our fee reasonable. This regulation will 
put an end to different fees and everyone 
will be happy and satisfied.” he said.

Rs. 16,250) in fee name of fee 
sponsored person. No PTA or return ticket 
sent from abroad will be acceptable. 

The sponsored persons can obtain from all 
bank branches in Pakistan fee required appli- 
cation forms which they have to submit to fee 
authorities along with the bank draft by May 
17 at the latest. 

In all, 45,000 Haj pilgrims will be coming 
from Pakistan this year. Of these, 25,000 will 
be nominated by balloting and fee rest are to 
be sponsored by their dose relatives.

MONROVIA. Liberia. April 8 (R) — The 
secretary-general of the Organ iza linn nf 
African Unity (OAU). Edem Kodjo. left 
here Tuesday for the Chad capital of 
N" Djamenu to try to brine peace to the coun- 
try. a spokesman at the Liberian Foreign 
Affairs Ministry said. 

The spokesman said kodjo would confer 
with Chad President Gouknuni Oueddei and 
other warring factions. 

Kodjn has been in Monrovia lor five days 
conferring with President William Tolbert, 
current chairman of the OAIL 

Over the weekend President Tolbert put 
forward a five-point plan aimed at bringing 
about a ceasefire in Chad. 

A ceasefire organized by President Gnas- 
singbe Eyudema of Togo was due to go into 
effect at 1 1 UU GMT Tuesday, but both sides 
President Goukouni and Defense Minister 
Hissene Habre have said they are pessimistic 
about it being observed. 

Kodjo is traveling to N'Djamena on a spe- 
cial plane made available by Tolbert. 

Tolbert’s five-point plan provided fur: 

— A visit to Chad by President Jaafar 
Numeiri nf Sudan to arrange a ceasefire. 

— A visit to Chad by the OAU secretary- 
general to appeal to the warring factions to 
bring an end to the hostilities. 

— An appeal to the international com- 
munity to desist from any acts which might 
encourage or aid directly nr indirectly the 
factions. 

— A request to the presidents of Togo. 
Sudan. Cameroun. Nigeria and the Congo to 
serve as a mediation committee to try to bring 
about peace. 

— An appeal to the international com- 
munity to help the Cameroun government 
cope with the influx of about lOU.UOO 
refugees. 

In Mogadishu meanwhile, an OAU com- 
mittee Monday night began discussions 
which are expected to center on improving 
the organization's ability to react speedily to 
a crisis among member states. 

The meeting of the 14-nation committee 
on the Review of the OAU Charter follows 
discussion at last years OAU summit in 
Monrovia where members said the present 
crisis machinery was too cumbersome.

U.S. spy overflights in Turkey mulled 


ANKARA. April S ( R) — Four United 
States senators Monday discussed with Turk- 
ish leaders whether or not LLS. intelligence 
gathering aircraft should fly over Turkey to 
spy on the Soviet Union. 

The senators, who arrived from Muscat 
Sunday night and left Monday night for 
Athens, had separate meetings with Turkish 
Prime Minister Suleyman Demird. opposi- 
tion leader Bulent Ecevit and armed forces 
chief of Staff Gen. Kenan Evren. 

According to the U.S. embassy here the 
senators were on a fact-finding tour to discuss 
NATO.' Cyprus. U.S.-Turkish relations and 
Greek-Turkish relations. 

answering questions from reporters. 
Republican Senator Howard Baker said the 
question of United States intelligence- 


gathering flights had been one of the issues 
discussed. He declined to elaborate. 

U.S. officials say such flights would be cru- 
cial in monitoring Soviet compliance with the 
projected SALT II despite the important 
radar scanning stations in Turkey. 

The question of U.S. spy overflights has 
been in suspense since last year when the then 
premier. Ecevit. suggested that the Soviet 
Union should first approve. 1 

In May 1 960 a United States U-2 spy plane 
based in Turkey was shot down over the 
Soviet Union while on an intelligence- 
gathering mission. The pilot of the plane. 
Francis Gary Powers, was sentenced by a 
Soviet court to 10 years imprisonment, but 
was released two years later in a prisoner 
exchange. 


Rightists kidnap 9 U.N. troops 


Syrian premier 
to visit Jordan 


DUBLIN. April S(R) — Irish army head- 
quarters Tuesday announced that three Irish 
U.N. soldiers kidnapped by rightist 
militiamen in Lebanon Monday had been 
released. 

Negotiations were continuing for the 
release of six other Irish soldiers taken cap- 
tive at the same rime, it said. 

A spokesman said the three released sol- 
diers. two corporals and a private, had been 
freed as a soodwill gesture by the Israeli- 


supplied militiamen, and were in good health. 

Reports from Beirut have said 10 Irish sol- 
diers attached to the United Nations Interim 
Force in Lebanon (UNIFIL) were captured 
after a gun battle with the militias. Irish army 
headquarters said nine men were kidnapped. 

Earlier, the Irish government said it has 
asked Israel to help secure the men's release. 
Army headquarters did not disclose how 
negotiations with the militias were being 
conducted. 


DAMASCUS. April 8 (R) — Syrian Pre- 
mier Abdul-Rauf Al-Kasm will pay an offi- 
cial visit to Jordan for talks on coordinating 
cooperation between the two neighboring 
countries, official sources said here Monday. 

The sources noted that an exact date for 
the visit had not yet been set. but said the trip 
was related to "coordination and existing 
cooperation" between Syria and Jordan. 


ANKARA. April 8 ( R) — A high-ranking 
government official was shot and seriously 
wounded in central Ankara Tuesday, police 
said. 

Bulent Qztukraen. deputy undersecretary 
of the Lrade ministry. was attacked while rid- 
ing in his chauffeur-driven car. The gunmen 


escaped. 

Attacks against high-ranking government 
officials are uncommon in Turkey. Gun bat- 
tles between right and left-wing extremists 
claim an average of seven lives a day but 
involve mainly students, workers and milit- 
ants.

KARACHI. April 8 (R) - The policy- 
making bddy of Pakistan's opposition centrist 
Tehrik Istiqlal Party met during the weekend 
in defiance of President Zia ul-Haq's ban on 
political activity and passed resolutions 
demanding an end to martial law and the 
release of all political prisoners. 

The party’s leader, retired Air Marshal 
Asghar Khan is under house arrest in Abboi- 
iabad. a garrison town in Pakistan's north- 
west frontier province. 

A petition challenging his detention and 
the legality of Gen. Zia's military govern- 
ment is being heard in the Punjab Provincial 
High Court in Lahore. 

His lawyer and acting president of the 
party. Mian Mahmud Ali Kasuri met 65 
members of the Tehrik Central Working 
Committee in Lahore on Saturday and Sun- 
day ostensibly to discuss the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan and its effect on 
Pakistan, party sources reported here. 

They said the committee agreed that Pakis- 
tan's “non-elected. unrepresentative and 
unpopular military regime” was not equip- 
ped to meet the wide-ranging; challenges 
that the Soviet action posed to the country. 

The committee demanded that martial law 
be lifted immediately and the armed forces 
return to their duty of defending Pakistan. 

The politicians called for immediate elec- 
tions on a direct adult franchise for both 
national and porvindal assemblies and ruled 
that Zia had no mandate to make changes to 
the country's 1973 constitution.

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BACK TO THE BRINK 

Once again, the Middle East stands on the threshold of a 
new round of violence. The Palestinian raid on Israel, coming 
at a time when the Carter-Sadat-Begin series of meetings are 
about to start, served notice to them as well as to the rest of the 
world that the Palestinians will not rest until their rights are 
recognized. The Israelis will no doubt answer with their cus- 
tomary indiscriminate violence, bringing the area nearer to a 
full confrontation, if not actually plunging it immediately into 
one. Israel had already declared its willingness to resort to a 
“preemptive strike," — the respectable way of saying that it 
reserves to itself the right to start a war any time it chooses. 

It would be a mistake to take the action of the Palestinians 
at the Misgav Am kibbutz as merely a further episode in the 
protracted dJama of the Middle East. It is rather the direct 
outcome of the frustration to Palestinian and Arab hopes at 
the unjust and capitulationist “peace process" between Egypt 
and Israel, conducted under the sponsorship of the United 
States. It is the parties to the Camp David agreements who 
have ensured Palestinian despair of receiving any justice, and 
resolution to fight on whatever the consequences. 

The lesson the Israelis will do well to leam from the incident 
is two-fold. Firstly, their predictable reaction, however vici- 
ous. will not succeed in ending Palestinian resistance. The 
Palestinians will always find a way to strike back, as long as 
Israel persists in denying them their human and political 
rights. Secondly, they must realize that a strike directed at the 
Eastern Front generally will do nothing but destroy whatever 
moderation, whatever willingness to come to an equitable 
solution to the Middle East crisis. 

As to President Carter, he will have to consider as he starts 
on his attempt to bring to life the moribund “autonomy talks" 
between Egypt and Israel, that it is precisely his “peace pro- 
cess" which is driving the area to the edge of a new catas- 
trophe. This much was spelt out clearly by Saudi Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud al Faisal in his interview published 
Tuesday in Asharq Al Awsat. 


In a lesd story Tuesday Al 
Jazirah quoted a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman as saying the Kingdom 
is not responsible for the behavior 
of others and its policy toward 
Jerusalem and the Middle East is 
dear. Al Medina led with Mon- 
day’s meeting of the Council of 
Ministers which approved new 
private hospital rates and discus- 
sed pilgrim housing in Mecca and 
Medina. Okaz played as its lead 
story Israeli Premier Begin's 
rejection of American President 
Carter's proposals on self-rule for 
the Palestinians. The commando 
attack in Upper Galilee was car- 
ried as a lead lory in Al Riyadh 
while Al Nadwa said in a lead that 
Iran has put its armed forces on 
alert following the deterioration 
of its relations with Iraq. 

Newspapers frontpaged the 
signing of a cooperation and sec- 
urity agreement between Saudi 
Arabia and Tunisia in Riyadh 
Monday. Al Nadwa reported on its 
front page the U.S. decision to 
break diplomatic relations with 


Iran. Al Jazirah highlighted 
former Egyptian armed forces 
chief Saaduddin ShazlTs state- 
ment that Egypt has lost the free- 
dom to make derisions after the 
Camp David accords. 

Newspapers also frontpaged a 
report on the horse race attended 
by Crown Prince Fahd which was 
held in Riyadh Monday. Al 
Medina reported a Foreign minis- 
try spokesman as denying Presi- 
dent Carter had told Crown Prince 
Fahd that Jerusalem must return 
to the Arabs. The papers further 
highlighted Iranian spiritual 
leader Ayatollah Khomeini's 
refusal to transfer the responsibil- 
ity of the U.S. hostages to the 
Revolutionary Council of Iran.

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Danger as Zimbabwe demobilizes

SALISBURY - 

About 30.000 full-time members of the 
Rhodesian security forces, including the controver- 
sial auxiliaries, are to be paid off during the next- 
five weeks as part of a program to shift Zimbabwe 
from a war to a peace footing. 

Demobilizing the 1 95,000 men currently under 
arms in the country s three armies is potentially the 
most hazardous task confronting Robert Mugabe's 
government as it prepares to take control on April 
18. 

The first stage of demobilization has been agreed 
by Lt-Gen. Peter Walls, the supreme commander of 
the Rhodesian forces, as a gesture of good faith 
toward the two guerrilla armies. Mugabe’s Zim- 
babwe African National Liberation Army 
(ZANLA) and Joshua Nkomo’s Zimbabwe Peo- 
ple’s Revolutionary Army (ZIPRA). 

A start has already been made to disbanding the 
16,000-strong auxiliaries, who were widely 
regarded as a private army loyal to Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa. the former prime minister who suffered 
an ignominious defeat in February’s election. The

Literacy campaign

MEXICO CITY — 

A massive campaign aimed at teaching the illiter- 
ate 50 per cent of Nicaragua's 2.5 million popula- 
tion to read and write within a year started last 
month. 

Having overthrown the country’s dictator, Som- 
oza, last July in a "popular insurrection”, the vic- 
torious Sandinistas are now quickly moving on to 
attack the enormous social problems they have inh- 
erited. 

It was not in the interests of Gen. Somoza, whose 
family ran Nicaragua for 43 years, to teach people 
to read and write, for that would have awoken them 
to their miserable plight. 

The Sandinistas, however, who have sought wide 
international support for the $ 20 million program, 
see the literacy campaign as a way to consolidate 
their revolution. 

Government posters proclaim “Raised Fist, 
Open Book” and teachers, including a contingent 
from Spain, are organized into" til e popular army of 
literacy teachers” with a battalion for each region. 

Themes which will be used in the program 
include some from the Sandinistas' movement — 
their name comes Gen. Sandino, who took to the 
hills in the 1 920s to oppose the U.S intervention in 
Nicaragua. 

For example, the Erst lesson will be based around 
the idea that Sandino guided the revolution, with 
the word revolution (almost the same in English as 
in Spanish) being used to teach peasants four of the 
five vowels. — (OFNS) "

N’Djamena a ghost town

LONDON - 

A week of bitter fighting has turned N’Djamena, 
the capita] of Chad, into a ruined ghost town after 
1 6 years of civil war. 

Although France has 1,100 soldiers in its base 
near the capital — formerly known as Fort Lamy — 
they have been ordered not to intervene any further 
in the fighting between the armies of three leaders 
in Chad 1 s coalition government 

The latest fighting was started between rival 
forces within the Muslim Front for the National 
Liberation of Chad (Fronlinat), who succeeded two 
years ago in defeating the foroes of the mainly 
Christian government. 

So, -what began in 1 966 as a struggle by the north- 
ern tribes of the Sahara to obtain a proper represen- 
tation in a Christian-dominated government has 
ended up as a struggle for power between rival - 
Muslim forces. 

This struggle between the Muslim warriors of the 
north loyal to Goukouni Oueddei and Hissene 
Habre has opened the way for a possible recovery 
by the defeated southern forces of LL-Col. Abdel- 
kader Kamougue, the national police chief. 

While foreign intervention has played a major 
role in the long struggle in Chad, the present con- 
flict is largely an internal affair. 

There has been a bewildering change of local and 
foreign alliances since the civil war began six years 
after Chad's independence from the French in 
I960. 

At independence, the Qiad government was 
overwhelmingly dominated by the mainly Christian 
and animist Sarh people of the south, who could 
count heavily on French economic and mili tary 
support 

The rebel Frolinat, who said that the southern- 
dominated regime was oppressing the minority 


Muslim peoples living in the desert areas of the 
north, found a strong ally in Col. Qaddafi of Libya 
— Chad’s northern neighbor. 

Although Frol mat’s military struggle prospered, 
it encountered two major difficulties: internal con- 
flicts between its guerrilla forces, and Libyan self- 
interest 

While Qaddafi supported the rebels, he used his 
aid to annexe a large part of Chad in the Aouzou 
region, reputedly rich in uranium. 

Although Frolinat’s leaders were grateful for 
Libyan support none was willing to cede any pan of 
Chad as compensation for the aid they received. 

Finally, in 1 978, Chad's African neighbors — led 
by Nigeria. Libya and Sudan, succeeded in establ- 
ishing a ceasefire and an interim coalition govern- 
ment pending general elections. 

This agreement virtually ensured victory for the 
Muslim north, with the two key posts in the new 
government going to Goukouni and Habre. But as 
both were hostile to Libyan claims, Qaddafi 
switched policy and gave his support to the defeated 
Christian leader, Abdelkader Kamougue. 

At the same time h e sent Libyan forces into Chad 
against the government led by his former allies. 

They, in turn, switched tides completely by enlist- 
ing the help of the French — their recent enemy. 
France had undertaken to withdraw all its forces 
after the coalition government was set up and an 
African peacekeeping force established in the capi- 
tal. 

However, Goukouni and Habre — the former 
comrade-in-arms in the Frolinat struggle — con- 
tinued their power struggle for control over the new 
government. This conflict Eared up into the latest 
bitter fighting.

Tradition is very much part of the cere- 
mony and fight. The Portuguese fight from 
horseback because the game is inherited from 
the royalty of old. whereas in Spain die aris- 
tocracy. who fought bulls on horseback, 
yielded, over the centuries, to vassals who 
fought on foot. 

Cavaleiros wear costumes that have not 
changed for centuries — satin and brocade, 
with colors repeated in elaborate braiding of 
the horse's mane, and with accoutrements of 
polished silver and carefully soaped leather. 

There is no way to know in advance how a 
bull will perform. It fights but one fight, going 
from pasture to ring with no training. “ We 
do everything we can to have a bull that 
fights, but we never know until the animal 
enters the ring,'.’ buU breeder Francisco De- 
Goes said at .Casa de Sao Joao Baptista. the 
lovely home in Olhalvo, 30 miles northeast of 
Lisbon, built by his family 400 years ago. 

The pedgree of each bull includes space to 
show how it fought. B for “ bravo,” R for a 
regular performance, M for “ manso ” bad. 
The first test leading to the production of 
brave bulls takes place in a test ring with 
prospective mothers of fighting- bulls- to-be. 
The cows are put in the ring, goaded and 
provoked with sticks. If they react with 
appropriate ferocity, they are judged accept-, 
able prospects to breed another generation of 
fighting bulls. 

Artificial insemination is not used by 
breeders here. Bulls also are tested for an 
adequately bad disposition and if they are 
offensive enough, they are chosen to be 
fathers, not fighters. 

The righting bulls rarely are used to breed. 
" Once in a while, if the bull is not too badly 
hurt in the fight, we would keep it for breed- 
ing," De Goes said. ” Bul usually the bull is 
slaughtered within a day or two of the fight." 

Fighting bulls are not known by breed, but 
by the name of the breeders. Zoio finds the 
bulls of Joaquaim Graves the most ferocious. 
Others favor the bulls of De Goes or of other 
breeders. There are 100 breeders in all, and 
some of them, like De Goes, also export bulls 
for the rings of Spain and France. 

Outside the ring, the bulls are remarkably 
passive. It was almost sunset and De Goes 
was standing in the yard at Leziria Grande, a 
farm 1 0 miles closer to Lisbon than his home, 
where his bulls graze and fatten for the last 
year or two of their lives. Hundreds of egrets 
circled as tractors seeded winter wheat and a 
farmhand sauntered nonchalantly 10 feet 
from a dozen bulls, sprawled in the pasture. 
He showed on concern and the bulls did not 
even look up. 

But when Easter Sunday arrives, and a new 
hull fight season opens all across Portugal, 
those same bulls will be on their feet ; charg- 
ing across the rings, the terror of the 
cavaleiros. De Goes explained that no bull is 
allowed to fight more than once because 
“ they learn too fast They would be too 
dangerous." 

Indeed. Zoio reports the bulls learn so 
much from each pass, each charge, that wise 
cavaleiros will never repeat the same man- 
euver against the same bull. 

The Portuguese bullfight ends, not with the 
bull's death from the sword of the matador, 
but with a wrestling match. Eight forcados. 
showing their manhood, bring the beast to a 
standstill in a contest that, despite the wounds 
and weariness of the bull, can bring injury to 
the men. By then, three bandarilhas and 
three of the longer ferro compridos have been 
implanted in the shoulders of the animal. 

Some say there is no pain for the bull. But 
De Goes argues otherwise. " They suffer as 
much as the bulls in Spain," he said. " I think 
it is better to do what they do in Spain, killing 
the bull at the end of the fight, rather than 
leaving it to suffer for a day or two before it is 
taken to the slaughterhouse.'* 

He reflected for a moment, looking across 
the pasture and the lazy black animals. “ But 
what a life they have.” he added. ** They are 
well fed and well cared for all their lives.” 
Most bulls fight when they are three years 
old, some not until they are four. L1 TTiey only 
work for 1 5 minutes at the end of their lives,” 
De Goes said.

this time to help organizo Olympic coaching 
for young Saudi swimmers. 

Australian Linda McGilL herself an 
Olympic finalist and long distance swimmer 

of world standing, is planning to bring top line 
Australian swimming coaches and former 
Olympic gold medalisis to the Kingdom to 
teach at the multi- million dollar swimming 
stadia nearing completion in Riyadh. Jeddah 
and Dammam. 

Speaking in Jeddah after weeks of talks in 
Riyadh, where she was a guest of the Ministry 
of Youth Welfare. Miss McGill said she had 
spoken to leading Australian coaches. Forbes 
Cariile and Don Talbot, and a number of 
former Olympic gold medalists, and all had 
expressed interest in coming to the Kingdom 
to teach. She said she would complete negoti- 
ations with them on her return to Australia 
and would then come back to the Kingdom to 
sign a contract. 

Miss McGill said that although Saudi 
swimmers were recognized for their talents in 
sea swimming and for long distance swim- 
ming, competition swimming in pools was 
still in its early stages. 

“I guess the reason I was invited here was 
that I am known because of my long distance 
swims. However. Australia also retains a

reputation for being a nation of swimmers." 
she said. "Although Australia doesn't win 
anywhere near the number of Olympic gold 
medals as she did in the 1950s she still has 
world record holders and our coaches are 
recognized world wide.” 

Miss McGill said her plan was to have 
coaches at each of the three pools and then to 
have former Olympic gold medal swimmers, 
such as John Konrads, Bob Windle. Mike 
Wendon and Kevin Berry, make exhibition 
swims at appropriate times at each of the 
pools. 

During her negotiations in Riyadh. Miss 


McGill said an agreement to put the instruc- 
tors under contract was signed. The remain- 
ing step now- w-as in complete the deal with 
the experts themselves in Australia. 

Miss McGill has held a number of world 
records and complete several long distance 
swims. She won gold, silver and bronze med- 
als at the 1 962 Commonwealth Games and 
held world records for the individual medley 
and medley relay in 1 962 and 1 963. She was 
also a finalist in the Tokyo Olympics. 

As a long distance swimmer in 1 965. Miss 
McGill became the first Australian to swim 
the English Channel from France to England. 


She repeated the swim twice, two years later, 
setting a world record for one of the swims. 
Over the next ten years, she completed a 
number of long distance swims including one 
around Hong Kong Island. In recent years 
she has made the Saudi Arabia- to- Bahrain 
swim and several in Papua New Guinea. 

Miss McGill was given an MBE in 1967. 
the youngest Australian to have been 
awarded the honor. 

Apart from continuing her long distance 
swimming. Miss McGill runs a swimming 
school in the resort area of the Gold Coast in 
the north Australian state of Queensland.

Puerto Rican 
asks prisoner 

EVANSTON, Illinois, April 8 (AP) — 
Chanting, screaming and demanding to be 
treated as prisoners of war 1 1 suspected 
members or associates of the Puerto Rican 
terrorist group FALN were pushed or carried 
into court Monday for a hearing on theft and 
weapons charges. 

The 1 1 screamed slogans seeking indepen- 
dence for Puerto Rico, calling themselves 
freedom fighters. 

Outside, about 40 demonstrators chanted 
their support. 

Circuit Court Judge William A. Kelly 
ordered the 1 1 transferred to the Chicago 
criminal courts division for a hearing April 
1 5. No pleas were entered. Armed robbery, 
theft and weapons charges were brought 
against them after their arrests here Friday. 

Carlos Torres, No 1 on the FBI’s most- 
wanted list until Friday and a reputed FALN 
member, told the judge: "I protest this hear- 
ing. I am a prisoner of war. This is illegal. 

"Turn me over to a prisoner of war camp, 
i*r let me free, unconditionally." said Torres, 
who was dragged into court by deputies. 

FALN has daimed responsibility for more 
than 100 bombings in U.S. dties in the past 
six years. It seeks independence for Puerto 
Rico, which is a U.S. commonwealth. The 


| Republican contenders George Bush and 
John B. Anderson, themselves longtime cri- 
tics. joined Kennedy in applauding the new 
Iran policy.

While the president's latest move domi- 
nated the political dialogue, Reagan man- 
aged such a resounding sweep of Republican 
precinct caucuses in Oklahoma he was 
assured total control — if he chooses — of 
that state's 34 national convention delegates. 

Anderson, the liberal Illinois congressman, 
emerged from his three-days of *‘ meditat- 
ing" in California to declare himself still in 
the running for the Republican nomination. 
But he would not yet rule out an independent 
candidacy, despite his own estimate — as 
things stand now — that he would pull only 
about 20 per cent of the vote in a general 
election. 

Reagan was by far the most critical of the 
president, though he refused to say what he 
would do differently to free the American 
hostages in Iran. Campaigning in North 
Carolina, the former California governor told 
an audience in Greensboro the captives 
“ shouldn't have been there six days, let 
alone six months. " 

He said the president's handling of the 
crisis is “ bordering on appeasement” 
regardless of the moves announced earlier in 
the day.

United States obtained possession of the 
Caribbean island in 1898 after the Spanish- 
American war.

Tito plagued by lung inflammation 


BELGRADE. April S (AP) — Doctors 
treating President Josip Broz Tito said Tues- 
day he was again suffering inflammation of 
his lungs. 

“After several days of abatement, signs of 
an inflammation process have again 
appeared on the lungs." the eight-doctor 
medical panel said. 

Tito's doctors had said only Sunday that it 
appeared the S7-year-old Yugoslav leader 
had almost been cured of pneumonia. 

Tito, in his SSth straight day of hospitaliza- 
tion. is also suffering from kidney failure, 
heart weakness and a tendency toward inter- 
nal bleeding. 


Tito's doctors said he was still suffering 
from a high temperature and they were con- 
. tinuing intensive care to keep the president 
alive. 

Tito's afflictions developed in early Febru- 
ary. ending his recovery from the amputation 
of his left leg on Jan. 20. 

Tito was first reported to have contracted 
pneumonia Feb. 23. but his doctors have 
never clearly said whether the latest 
pneumonia was related to the original infeo- 
tion. 

The Yugoslav leader's condition has been 
officially described for weeks as very grave.

After that, he said, he would 
have privately ordered Iran to turn the 
America ns over to a neutral govern meat" or 
something very unpleasant is going to happen 
to your country. ” Reagan has not specified 
the unpleasantry he had in mind. * 

In Los Angeles, Anderson said he agreed 
with the president’s actions, but felt Carter 
had politicized the Iranian issue — by calling 
it at one point the worst crisis since World 
War II. As for Reagan. Anderson said the 
former governor’s approach to foreign policy 
is this : “ Arm to the teeth and replace coop- 
eration in any form with confrontation. ” 

Kennedy, emboiled in a make-or-break 
campaign in Pennsylvania, reversed his 
once- steadfast opposition to sanctions 
against Iran. In January. Kennedy had said 
sanctions would “ only push Iran toward the 
Soviet orbit. They will do nothing to free the 
hostages. " 

But Kennedy said his opposition was 
expressed at a time when he believed dip- 
lomatic aveoues were available to solve the 
crisis: One such proposal, which he espoused 
long before it was embraced by Carter, was 
the establishment of an international com- 
mission to investigate Iran's grievances 
against the former Shah. 

The U.N. commission which eventually 
was formed not only failed to gain release of 
the hostages, but was turned away when it 
tried merely to visit them. 

“ Since these efforts at least have been 
attempted and tried, I don’t take issue ” with 
the president's decisions, Kennedy said. 

*' I think quite frankly what Western 
Europe, Japan, the other countries ” ought to 
join in supporting the sanctions. ** This is a 
matter of enormous importance and conse- 
quence, " he said. “ I’m hopeful and prayer- 
ful... that these initiatives and other efforts 
will eventually... aide the release of the hos- 
tages. ” 

Bush set out Tuesday on a week-long tour 
of Pennsylvania, while Anderson continued a 
swing through California in quest of that 
state's 168 Republican delegates in the 
winner-lake-ail primary June 3. 

But the numbers were dosing for Reagan. 
He claimed almost 88 per cent of the vote in a 
non-binding preferential poll conducted at 
Oklahoma's precint caucuses. That made it 
dear that Reagan, if he wants, can claim all 
34 national convention delegates when their 
apportionment is offidally decided May 3 1 .

Italian lawmen demand protection 


Red Brigades terrorize judges, prosecutors 


ROME. April 8 (AP) — Judges and pro- 
secutors live in fear, whether riding on a bus. 
walking to work or teaching a dass. Long 
considered bastions of democratic order in 
Italy, they have become targets of a ruthless 
terrorist campaign. 

Angered by the assassinations of four of 
their number — there of them in four days in 
one recent week — Italy's 7.UUU law offidaJs 
are pressing the government for protection. 
Some have threatened to quit nr strike unless 
the government approves military street pat- 
rols? more bullet-proof cars, bodyguards and 

improved unti- terrorism measures sueh as 
data banks to keep tabs on suspected terror- 
ists. 

"If anybody believes that terrorists still go 
after targets of convenience, he’d better drop 
the illusion. This is a full-scale war,” declared 
Mario Marinaro. a senior stale prosecutor. 

The declaration of war came unceremoni- 
ously. A scribbled note left in a telephone 
booth in Rome early this year announced a 
Red Brigades campaign to “eliminate" top 
judges, prosecutors and other law enforce- 
ment officials from Italy's major urban cen- 
ters. 

Striking with ease and precision, assassina- 
tion squads, of Italy's most feared urban guer- 
rilla gang and its close ally Prima Linca 
(Front Line) have delivered their threats, 
gunning down two top judges, two govern- 
ment prosecutors, a Carabinieri colonel and 
at least four police officers in less than three 
months. 

All the victims were involved in anti- 
terrorism probes. Unlike the apparently ran- 
dom strikes of the past, the recent attacks 
have been directed against deliberately cho- 


sen and influential figures. 

The number of magistrates killed this year 
represented the highest yearly toll. Two 
judges fell victim to terrorists' bullets in 
1 979, two were killed in 1 978 and one each in 
1977 and 1976. 

‘T m shocked and disgusted, but my wife is 
going crazy with recurring nightmares. Either 
1 quit or get a tank at my doorstep." shouted a 
Milan judge at an extraordinary meeting of 
magistrates. 

A top security expert says reinforced pat- 
rols. armored cars and bodyguards — if the 
government can find enough for all 7,000 
magistrates — would provide "formidable" 
protection and "go a long way to give them 
(magistrates) some peace of mind." 

All four victims this year were without 
bodyguards when they were hit 

Two of them — Rome judge and law pro- 
fessor Vittorio Bachelci and Milan-based 
prosecutor Guido Galli — were attacked 
while on university campuses. Girolamo 
Minervini. a high court judge gunned down 
on a crowded bus in Rome, had refused 
bodyguards’ protection. Nicola Giacumbi, a 
state prosecutor in Sale mo near Naples, was 
walking on a main street without his body- 
guard on his day when gunmen with 
silencer- equipped pistols pumped five bullets 
into him. 

After Giacumbi* s assassination, the dty of 
Salerno approved funds to install bullet- 
proof windows and television monitors in the 
court house. Guards were posted on every 
floor and special passes were required for 
employees and visitors. 

In Rome and Milan, police officers 
deserted their stations for voluntary body- 


guard duty at the homes and offices of magis- 
trates. 

Paradoxically, police officials attribute the 
sudden increase in terrorist acts to recent suo 
cesses against urban guerrillas. 

"They ( terrorists) want to discredit the law 
enforcement establishment by causing 
panic." says an aide to Gen. Carlo Alberto 
Dalla Chiesa, commander of the 2 5, 000- 
Strong anti-terrorism force in northern Italy. 

Dalla Chiesa' s agents recently have 
rounded up dozens of suspected terrorists in 
their hideouts. More than 500 convicted and 
suspected terrorists arc in prison today. 

The security officials told Milan's Corriere 
Della Sera that they expected more spectacu- 
lar terrorist raids in large urban centers. “I 
wouldn t be surprised if a large group of ter- 
rorists takes over a section of a town, shoot 
cops and rob stores and distribute the loot to 
the poor and disappear," one anti- terrorism 
official told the newspaper. 

He noted that the terrorists have explained 
the reasons for the attacks in terms that 
appear directed at winning the approval of 
the socially disadvantaged. At special meet- 
ings convened to discuss their safety, the 
magistrates demanded more manpower for 
speedy handling of terrorist cases and freeing 
of police and judicial officials from adminis- 
trative work. 

Newspapers have reported that an increas- 
ing number of judges and prosecutors refuse 
to handle terrorism cases. 

"My wife threatens to divorce me if I take 
on a terrorist case." a prosecutor told a Turin 
daily. La stampa . "Personally, I don’t think 
bodyguards will do any good, but I will ask for 
one for my wife's sake," 


BOGOTA, April S (AP) — Government 
officials met again Monday with guerrillas 
holding 20 hostages in the Dominican 
Republic's embassy, but there were no inch- 
cations of movement toward an end to the 
41-day-old siege. 

It was the 11th meeting since about 30 
M-19 guerrillas shot their way into the 
embassy during a reception, capturing a score 
of diplomats. 

The talks, held again in a cream-colored 
van parted in front of the embassy, lasted 90 
minutes, and the negotiators shook hands as 
they left the vchide. Representing the guer- 
rillas, as she had in the previous 1 0 meetings, 
was a masked, unidentified woman. She was 
accompanied by a hostage. Peruvian Consul 
Alfredo Tejeda, serving as an observer, while 
the government negotiators were Deputy 
Foreign Ministers Cavelo Jimenez and Ram- 
iro Zambrano. 

The official government statement follow- 
ing the meeting said the points of view of both 
sides were examined carefully and ’minor 
antagonisms appeared." It did not elaborate, 
but said new talks would be scheduled later. 

One of three hostages freed Easter Sun- 
day, Guillermo Triana Ayala, said he did not 
believe the negotiations were deadlocked 
"Concessions have been produced on both 
sides and the conversations are advancing,” 
he said. 

Triana Ayala made the comment in an 
interview with a Bogota newspaper before 
the talks reopened Monday afternoon. He is 
undersecretary of protocal for the foreign 
ministry. Also released Sunday were Albert 
Byfield, honorary consul for Jamaica, and 
Tito Livio Tiburrio, a Dominican citizen. 

Byfield told reporters the guerrillas ‘are 
really militarily trained. They know what 
they are doing.” 

The guerrillas exercise regularly, are in 


good condition and " they say they fee! more 
relaxed than on the outside in their own 
homes because they were always feeling 
someone was going to come in and search 
them, take them," Byfield said. 

"These people really know what they are 
looking for and I don't think they will change 
(their minds).’’ 

Asked what it was like in the embassy. 
Byfield said. "You can't imagine after 40 
days constantly hearing tomorrow, tomor- 
row. tommorow. and nothing is positive. 
Everybody is worried, everybody is wor- 
ried..." 

Byfield said of his release ."Sometimes you 
feel like crying. You never appreciate liberty 
until you lose it.” He urged people to write 
letters to the captive ambassadors. 

The releases Sunday left the guerrillas 
holding 18 foreign diplomats and two Col- 
ombian private citizens who. Triana Ayala 
said have chosen to remain in the embassy. 

The ambassadors and acting ambassadors 
held are from Bolivia. Brazil. Dominican 
Republic, Egypt. Guatemala. Haiti. Israel, 
Mexico, Paraguay. Switzerland. United 
States. Vatican and Venezuela. 

Diplomats held at the embassy include: 
Ambassadors Gerald do Nascimcntoe Silva. 
Brazil; Diogenes Mayil Burgos. Dominican 
Republic; Saalah Ailouba, Egypt; Aquiles 
Pinto Florez, Guatemala: Leonard Pierre-

Volcano ‘perking like a car’ 


VANCAOUVER. Washington. April 8 
(AP) — Mount St. Helens is “perking away 
like a car idling”, rumbling with earthquakes 
and steaming like an overheated radiator, a 
U.S. Forest Service spokesman said. 

The clouds parted enough Monday morn- 
ing to give scientists a look at the volcano 
from the 1,220-raeter level up to its 2.947 
meter peak, said Norm Anderson, a Forest 
Service spokesman in this community about 
50 miles southwest of the volcano. 

Steam was spouting to an. altitude of about 
4.267 meters, he said. Ice was falling into the 
crater on the summit, which has increased to 
about 518 meters long by about 366 meters 
wide. 

Jim Unterwegner of the U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice said at a news conference that the crater 
appeared to be about 1 52 meters deep. While 
the throat of the volcano at the bottom of the 
crater was about 1 .9 meters wide. 

Two small mud ponds were spotted inside 
the crater with ice floating on them, he said. 
Streams of water from melting ice flowed 
down the inside of the crater into the ponds, 
he said. 

An earthquake registering 4.5 on the Rich- 
ter scale struck at 7:06 a.m. Monday. Ander- 


son said. The latest in a series of quakes that 
began before the long-dormant volcano 
began belching ash. steam and gas March 27. 

Smaller earthquakes continued. Andersou 
said, and the Forest Service was listing only 
tremors greater than 4 on the Richter scale, 
which is a measure of ground motion as 
recorded on seismographs. A list of all 
quakes would require a piece of paper "the 
size of a football field." Anderson said. 


Soviet police arrest 
peanut swindling gang 


MOSCOW. April 8 (R) — The ringleaders 
of a peanut swindling gang which netted 
23U.UOO rubles ($ 350.000) have been jailed 
for up to 1 5 years in the northern Caucasus, 
the Moscow newspaper Sovietskaya Rossiya 
reported Tuesday. 

The report said the gang, centered on a 
state agricultural produce depot, falsified 
documents for imported peanuts being sup- 
plied to a biscuit factory. 

The gang sold them at falsely high prices 
and pocketed the difference. Swindles of this 
type were becoming common, the report. 


April S (AP) — As 
everywhere in Caraboilb. death intrudes 
even on the bride in her traditional silk gar- 
ments. the soft-spoken groom and the lour 
tables of guests in the grimy rooms of what 
once must have been a charming villa. 

There is a special wedding celebration 
tonight. 

The doctor sitting next to me wears an 
almost bitter smile and walks with the aid of a 
crutch. He sax's his wile and children arc 
dead. Two young women at our table are 
widows. The family trees of both the bride 
and the groom have been violently pruned. 

Thocum Rimron. the groom and an emp- 
loyee oi the foreign ministry, asks if I can take 
the wedding portrait. It will inaugurate a new 
album for the two families. 

Out of some back room the couple proudly 
produce the only surs i\ ing photographs, both 
encased in wooden frames. 

One is the 27-jear-old wedding portrait of 
Lhc bride's parents, standing side-by-side and 
dressed in old-style Cambodian sarongs and 
breeches. The bride’s father, an army col- 
onel. was executed. The mother sits tonight 
with some of her friends nearby. 

The other is of the bride's grandfather and 
a boyhood friend of the eroom.He is wearing 
a smart Western suit and poses with a rakish 
top hat and cane. He was executed by Pol 
Pot's men at the age of 76. Thoeuni Rimron 
says, because they overheard him one night 
murmuring his Buddhist prayers. 

The light from a few naked bulbs plays 
harshly across the faces of the guests, all sur- 
vivors of Pol Pot’s rice fields now trying to 
piece together their lives in a still unsettled 
Communist society. 

In another time and place they could have 
been the brighi, young people or the smart 
set. They were students, professionals, junior 
government officers in previous non- 
Communist regimes. 

The toasts arc made with coconut juice 
spiked with rice wine. There are three tradi- 
tional dishes. Some cassettes have been reco- 
vered from the debris in Phnom Penh and are 
being played. They are mostly old. sentimen- 
tal songs by artists who are also among the 
vanished. 

Thoeum Rimron says he feels somewhat 
awkward about the occasion, but not for the 
reasons normally given by grooms. He and 
his 24-year-old wife Samnang Elya have 
been married for more than three years. 

On Feb. 10. 1977, they and nine other 
couples in their commune in the countryside 
participated in a forced, group marriage, a 
common practice under Pol Pot's regime and 
one which has reportedly resulted in large 
numbers of separations after its fall in Janu- 
ary 1979. Although Thoeum Rimron and his 
wife had no marriage plans, they had known 
each other since youth and were friends. 

All the participants in that earlier w edding 
wore black. There were no monks, no tradi- 
tional rites and the chief of the commune who 
presided talked about working harder, pay- 
ing more attention to the political line and 
loving" Angka” — the supreme organization

When it was over, the couple and some 
relatives were allowed to gather in private. 
While friends stood outside ready to give a 
warning signal. Samnang Elya removed a silk 
sarong and a few pieces of jewelry from a 
hiding place and slipped them on for a few 
hours.

He said Iran has been preparing itself for 
the participation of other countries in U.S. 
economic sanctions and Iran feels no anxiety 
about such a development. 

Japan and West Germany are among 
major buyers of oil from Iran. Oil industry 
sources in London said Japan had been buy- 
ing some 500,000 barrels a day in February 
from Iran, about 12 per cent of its total 
requirement for imported oil. 

During the first two months of L980. West 
Germany obtained 2.69 million toas of Ira- 
nian oil, meaniag its imports run at an aver- 
age of just over 300.000 barrels a day. 

Major Western oil companies buying from 
Iran are British Petroleum and the Royal 
Dutch Shell Group. They have contracts to 
take, together, a total of 265.000 barrels 
daily during the first nine months of 1980, the 
sources said. 

London oil industry analysts noted that 
President Carter banned Iranian oil imports 
to the Unites States Nov. 12, early in the 
hostage crisis. 

Iran said three days later it was stopping 
supplies to U.S. oil companies.

WASHINGTON — The machinists 
union's antitmst lawsuit against the Organ- 
ization of Petroleum Exporting Countries is 
back in court again, this time on the appeal 
level. And an American attorney sympathe- 
tic to QPEC believes the court this time could 
rule against the oil-exporting countries. 

San Francisco attorney Khaled Al- 
Mansour. who filed a freind-of- the- court brief 
in support of OPEC in the lower court pro- 
ceedings last year, said he fears die Iranian 
hostage situation and higher oil prices could 
cause the appeals court to side with the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists and 
Aerospace Workers (IAM). 

Last August, the machinists suit was dis- 
missed by U.S. District Judge Andrew Hauk. 
who ruled his federal court in Los Angeles 
did not have jurisdiction over OPEC. 

The lawsuit contended the OPEC coun- 


tries. by setting oil prices, are violating U.S. 
antitrust laws and legally should be blocked 
from passing higher prices to American con- 
sumers. The OPEC countries declined to 
respond to the lawsuit 

Shortly after the case was dismissed by the 
judge, the machinists decided to appeal his 
ruling. 

On March 24, the unions attorneys filed 
their legal briefs in the appeals court. A 
three- judge panel will hear the appeal. 

Al-Mansour. an organizer of an ad-hoc 
group called Attorneys for Concerned Black 
Americans in Support of Africa and the Mid- 
dle East. told-AnihjYews his group would be 
filing ife o'wn brief in the case within the next 
two weeks. 

Readied by telephone in his San Frandsco 
office.

Soviet masters 
draw fifth game 
in chess match 

MOSCOW, April 8 lR) — Soviet chess 
grandmasters Lev Polugayevsky and Mikhail 
Tal drew their fifth game in the world chess 
championships quarter final, taking the score 
to 3.5 to 1.5 in Polugayevsky' s favor. 

TTie winner of the conrest being played in 
Alma Ata, capital of Soviet Kazakhstan, will 
face Soviet exile Viktor Korchnoi in the 
semi-final. 

Meanwhile, West German grandmaster 
Robert Huebner, one point away from a 
place in the semi-finals, struggled in his world 
chess championship quarter-final against 
Andras Adorjan of Hungary. 

Huebner. playing white, and Adorjan 
adjourned the ninth game in their best-of-10 
series after 41 moves. 

Huebner. leading by A-Vi points to 3- l /z . 
needs just one more point to defeat Adorjan 
who at 29 is the youngest competitor in the 
candidates tournament. 

But chess experts said the West German 
will have to fight to extract a draw in the rook 
end game which has developed.

The USOC House of Delegates can do any 
of three things at its weekend meeting: sup- 
port the boycott and not send a team to Mos- - 
cow, defy the president and vote to have 
American representation in the summer 
games, or vote to delay a decision until the 
May 24 deadline for submitting entries to the 
games. 

There was much speculation that the 
House of Delegates would vote to give the 
USOC officers' the authority to make the 
decision at the last possible meeting. 

"Wc prefer that the USOC vote next 
weekend to decline the invitation," said 
Onek. "That would be best. It would be a lot 
cleaner and neater if the USOC says we are 
not going at that time." 

In Moscow, the Soviet News Agency said 
Monday that Carter has used sports more 
“branzeoly and cynically" than anyone in 
Olympic history. His goal, Tass said, is 
“egotistic political ends.” 

In one of the bitterest Soviet commentaries 
so far on Carter's call for a boycott of the 
Moscow Olympics, Tass commentator Yuri 
Borisov charged that die Carter administra- 
tion seeks directly to “draw U.S. athletes into 
an imperialist collusion against the Afghan 
revolution."

"J. Carter has used the issue of U.S. ath- 
letes' participation in the Moscow Olympics 
as an instrument for the pursuit of ms per- 
sonal ambition in seeking re-election as U.S. 
president," Tass said. It said the Carter 
administration’s policies run counter to the 
“noble ideas of the Olympic games.”

Dentist inspires Iran’s hard-liners 


TEHRAN. April S. ( LAT) — The Muslim 
politician who is believed to be the guiding 
force behind the militant students occupying 
the U.S. embassy has said that the main goal 
of the operation was to plunge Iran into per- 
manent revolution. He added the 50 Ameri- 
can hostages will not be released until that 
mission is complete. 

M The importance of taking over the 
embassy was not just to (force the United 
States to return) the Shah and his money." 
Dr. Habibollah Pcyman said.” The main job 
of the students is mobilizing the masses, and 
this is a continuing process, it is mu some- 
thing you stop. " 

Pcyman, the leader of a little known radical 
religious group called the Struggling Muslim 
Movement, condemned President Abolhas- 
san Bani-Sadr and his government as 

reformist liberals” and accused them of 
being loo ready tu compromise with the 
United States. Bani-Sadr has been trying to 
negotiate a solution to the four month-old 
embassy crisis, but the militant students have 
frustrated his efforts. 

In his well-guarded headquarters, a former 
women’s club two blocks from the occupied 
embassy, Pcyman explained the ideology of 
his movement : devoutedly Muslim, loyal to 
the Ayatollah Khomeini, ferociously anti- 
American, and socialist, but opposed to 
Marxism, which rejects all religions. 

He said he docs not consider himself a 
leader or adviser of the students who seized 


the embassy on Nov, 4. but he admitted that 
he has been politically associated with most 
of them. 

“ They use my analysis, they get inspira- 
tion from my book, " he said in good but 
halting English. " They are not formal mem- 
bers of our movement. ” 

But well-informed Iranian sources said 
Peyraan. 43. a one-time dentist who fought 
the regime of the former Shah since his high 
schoof days, has maintained a close relation- 
ship with the roughly 400 militants inside the 
embassy. 

He has often been seen going in and out of 
the occupied American compound, most 
recently during the abortive visit nf the U.N. 
commission on Iran. He has appeared on 
television with the embassy militants to help 
them state iheir case. Iranian journalists say. 
He is not the only outside figure with links to 
the students, but he appears to be the most 
important. 

Sources say the students have turned the 
Peyraan for political advice — apparently 
from the days when they were first planning 
the embassy takeover. 

■ Perhaps your sources are wTong, " the 
militant leader said. But he flatly refused to 
say whether he had helped plan the seizure of 
(he embassy. 

“ I don’t think that kind of question will 
help you understand our movement." he 
said, bristling." Is this a court, where I have 
to answer such questions ? ” 


In Peyman' s view — and. be said, in the 
view of the militants at the embassy — Iran’s 
revolution is far from finished. The country is 
still economically dependent on the United 
States and other Western “ imperialist ” 
countries, he said, and Bani-Sadr and his 
Revolutionary Council, who are moving too 
slowly to cut off that dependent relationship, 
are not true revolutionaries. 

" The main goal of our organization is to 
insist on the importance of cutting off our 
dependent relationships with world imperial- 
ism. headed by the United States. " he said in 
a long ideological discourse studded with 
rhetoric borrowed from Marxism. 

** We believe the liberals are the social 
dass of dependent capitalism, the supporters 
of imperialism. " he said. “ This is why we 
attack them. 

In Peymans small office, behind him as he 
sat at his desk, was a portrait of Aii Sharia ti. 
the poineer theorist of Iranian Muslim radical- 
ism. who died in England in 1977. 

It was Shariati who fixst combined the 
ami- American, anti- imperialist drive of third 
world Marxism with the deep religious fervour 
of Islam. 

Many of revolutionary Iran’s multitudin- 
ous political factions have taken their inspira- 
tion from Shariatfs teachings, but Peyman 


Panama willing 

U.S. , Japan study canal 


TOKYO. April S ( WP) — Japan and the 
United States have expressed a willingness to 
join in a study of a second Panama Canal, a 
project energetically promoted in recent 
months by Panamanian officials and influen- 
tial Japanese businessmen. 

The second canal, which might c«wt 5 20 
billion, is being pictured by business interests 
here as a revolutionary development in world 
trade worth hundreds of millions of dollars a 
year to Japan. 

Their campaign to obtain official approval 
and financial support began to pay off this 
week as Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira 
indicated that Japan would participate in an 
expensive feasibility study if the United 
States would also take part. 

American sources said the Carter 
administration endorsed the study during 
Foreign Minister Saburo Okita’s visit to 
Washington last week. 

Although committed by an agreement with 
Panama to make the study someday, the 
United States had shown little interesr in get- 
ting it underway until Okita’s visit. An 
embassy spokesman confirmed that Ameri- 
can officials gave it a "green light" and said: 
"The Carter administration is favorably dis- 
posed to U.S. participation in a sea-level 
canal feasibility study. We are sympathetic 
and look forward to the study." 

Panama President Aristides Royo. who 
was here on a state visit, discussed the canal 
study with Ohira and in a joint communique 
expressed hope that discussions involving the 
United States would be held soon. It quoted 
Ohira as saying Japan is ready to take a "posi- 
tive initiative" for a multi-faceted study oi 
the canal. 

Royo said later at a news conference the 
matter had been discussed with Carter. He 


also emphasized that the canal’s "neutrality is 
essential." 

Proponents of a second canal contend it 
will be necessary to supplement the present 
one. which is too small to handle the larger 
modem vessels that carry most of the world - s 
trade, particularly in oil and raw materials. 

Japan’s most ardent proponent is Shigeo 
Nagano, honorary chairman of Japan Steel 
Coip. and president of the Japan Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry. One of Japan's 
most influential businessmen, he has worked 
closely with Royo to involve both the Japan- 
ese and American governments in the pro- 
ject. 

In an interview. Nagano unfolded a pre- 
liminary plan, complete with map. of where 
the new canal should be located. It would run 
about 1 0 miles west of the present canal, from 
Puerto Caimito on the Pacific coast to La 
Garto on the Atlantic coast It would be more 
than 1 00 feet deep and at least 650 feet wide. 

Operated without locks, the new canal 
could handle most large ocean-going vessels, 
including the large container ships and tank- 
ers that Japan depends on for raw materials 
and oil. Because Japan depends on imports of 
both to survive, the accessibility of a quick 
route from the Atlantic nations and the Mid- 
dle East would have great importance. 

Nagano said that at normal tides the new 
canal would accommodate ships of 300.000 
tons and at high tides ships nf 500.000 Ions. 
The present canal built in 1914. can handle 
ships up to 65.000 tons, he said, and ships of 
the size are carrying a steadily diminishing 
portion of world sea trade. 

The business community here has argued 
that home-grown technology would be 
important because it was developed in the 
project to widen and deepen the Suez Canal.

FUZHOU. China, April 8 (AFP) — A 
two-way traffic of balloons loaded with prop- 
aganda leaflets is all that remains these day's 
of the dispute between Communist China 
and the island nationalist stronghold ol 
Taiwan. 


Peking has been trying tc patch up their 
quarrel and bring Taiwan back into the fold 
through negotiations. Asa show of good faith 
last year it ceased shelling the tiny island of 
Qucmoy. which is attached to Taiwan. 

For just over a year the state of belliger- 
ence that pitted Mao's China against what 
remains of Chiang Kai-Shek's China has thus 
been scaled down, and the ammunition now 
is propaganda, drifting in balloons across the 
strait of Taiwan. 


Western newsmen visiting China's coastal 
province of Fujian were assured this week by 
its Deputy Governor Wen Fushan. "The 


people of Fujian think constantly, day ; 
night, of Taiwan." 

He told them: "Taiwan is a 15-inin 
flight by fighter plane from our provinc 
tempering the martial time of this remark 
detailing Peking’s proposal for integral 
Taiwan into Communist China. 

Taiwan would be able to return to Oi 
keeping intact its own economic system : 
even a separate army, said the deputy gov 
m r. a 62- year-old veteran of the Chin 
Coramani-'i party. 

The single condition, he said, was t 
Taipei give up lire name of Republic 
China and agree to become an integral pan 
the People's Republic in the sense of a Ic 
administrative entity". 

For the immediate future. Commui

Physicians electrify bones 


CHICAGO, niiuois. April 8 ( AP) — The 
federal government has recognized what 
researchers have claimed for years — that 
electrical impulses can stimulate bone growth 
and cure fractures that won't heal otherwise. 
the Journal of the American Medical Assotia - 
don reports. 

Researchers won U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration approval for three devices 
thar heal fractures with electric current, an 
article in the April 1 1 issue of JAMA says. 
The current stimulates the bones to grow and 
repair themselves, the article says. 

The treatment is an alternative to a bone 
graft. Both techniques have an 80 percent to 
90 per cent successful healing rate, the article 
says. 


" To put it bluntly, electricity frorks." said 
Dr. Carl T. Brighton, professor and chairman 
of orthopedic surgery at the University of 
Pennsylvania School nf Medicine. 

However, the article said doctors arc not 
certain why electricity works lo stimulate 
bone growth, except that it appears to trigger 
certain chemical processes that normally take 


place during bone development. 

About 100,000 people in the United States 
each year suffer a bone fracture that docs not 
heal in three months with normal treatments, 
the article says. 

Since 1970. when he began clinical trials. 
Brighton has used electricity on 210 patients 
whose fractures had been unhealed for an 
average of 2£ years. With the therapy, nearly 
85 per cent of the patients were healed in 1 2 
weeks or less. 

Brighton's device, one of the three 
approved. Involves installing an electrical cir- 
cuit beneath the patient's cast. A small bat- 
tery in the plaster emits a steady electric 
signal to a cathode electrode surgically 
implanted near the fracture. 

Another device approved by the federal 
drug administration was developed by Dr. C. 
Andrew L. Bassett, professor of orthopedic 
surgery "at Columbia University's College of . 
Physicians and Surgeons. His device is based 
on externally mounted coils that set up a puls- 
ing electromagnetic field in the bone at the 
fracture site, stimulating growth, the article 
says. 


Swiss hang glides across Alps 


ALTDORF. Switzerland April X (AP) — 
A 4(hyear-old Swiss man Tuesday claimed to 
have bed ime the first pcn>on to emss the Alps 
in a motorized hang glider, fighting strong 
winds and an engine that faltered briefly. 

Marco Broggi piloted his 33-pound hang 
glider from Altdnrf in central Switzerland 
over the Gouhard Pass To Ambripiotta in the 
south of the country in 135 minutes to gain 
his place in the record books. 

At one point the 1 5 horse-power engine 


sputtered and briefly gave out about two kms 
above the ground. 

As he prepared to land near Ambripiotta. 
in one 6f Switzerland's milde jst regions, 
Broggi was caught in 55 kph winds which 
drove toward the ground. .He recovered and 
landed, safely. 

Broggi. who spent months preparing for 
the historic flight returned almost immedi- 
ately to Salzburg. Austria, where he lives with 
his Austrian wife; 
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
